Finance Committee Rejects Every

Ordinance, Good Failing
with the Bad.

Salary increasea recommended by
the Committee on Ordinance, Charter
ar.d Reform were rejected by the Coun¬
cil Committee on Elnance last nlght,
the entire batch mt-etlng- tlie same tate
wlth an almost unanlmous vote. The
conimittee favors a breathlng spell be¬
fore going in for any further salary
lifts. The total lncrease ln the budget
for thls cause, as compared with 1907,
was placed by a member of the com¬
mlttee at more than $00,000, und the
bellef was expressed that the tlme liad
come to call a halt, even though merl-
torious cases mlght auffer.
The conirnittee recommended to the

Council, over the protest of several
members, un appropriation of $3,000
for advertlsing the city, used largely
in the entertalnment uf conventions
and other budies meeting In the clty.The opposltion was plain in its be¬
llef that the money was used to uffor.l
councllmaoic junltets, ln company with
euch bodies as mlght meet here durlng
the year, members of the Council be¬
ing usually invlted to such entertain-
jrvents or escursions as are glven. It
was argued that a large part of the
fvnd would be needed this year lu

Appeals Decides Interesting
Point in West Virginia Case.

.An opinion by the Unlted State
Circuit C'ourt of Appeals was filed her>
yesterday In the case of Frank
Rlchardson vs. Charles B. Maddox.
warden of the West Virginla Peni
tentiary, reverslng Judge A. G. Day
ton, of tho West Virginia Federa
court, who liberated .Rlchardson o
a writ of habeas corpiis.
Rlchardson was convlcted of lan

fraud and sentenced to two years l
tho State Penitentiary, and flned $10,000. After aervlng the sentence h
put forth the plea that a Une is l
the nature of a mlsdemeanor and no
a felony, and should be served out i
jall and not in the penitentiary. JudgDayton upheld thls contention ani
released Rlchardson.

Tlie appellate Court decides tha
¦since Rlchardson served the term 0
iinprisonment ln the penitentiary n
hard hibor he should also serve "tim
for the fine, whlch was Imposed fo
tho samo crime, in the same Instltu
tion. The warden is then instructe
thut, if the govcrnment d«slres t
prosecute the case further, he mlgli
arrest Rlchardson and hold hlm fc
another trial.

Blake, manager of
the George A. Hundley Grocery Com-
piiny, M. N. Johnson, who mado oath
tO tha warrant on whlch tlie two men
were arrested on a charge of selllng
llquor to mlnors, wlll havo to make
e\plRiintions conccrning lils Interest In
tho matter that are expected to verge
closely 011 the border llne of scandal.
No one seems to know Johnson. He
gnve hls address flrst as 406 North
Fifth btreet, whlch wns wrong. Hls
home at present Is wlth an ofllcer of
the pollce forco.

lt developed yesterday that XV. A.

Bohannon, mentloned In the warrant
as tbe mlnor who bought llquor from
Hundley'.. ts twenty-four years old.
Mr. Blake was satlsfled that hls estab-
llshment had been Imposed upon, es¬
pecially when he got from Bohannon
yesterday tho following slgned state¬
ment:

Mr. Blake sald last night that he Is
-atisfied that the Antl-Saloon League
had no part in the affuir, and that the
caso will be dlsmlssed when tlie record
of Bohannon's age Is presented to Jus
tlce Crutchtield. It is sald now that
the authorltles havo evldence ' whlch
wlll dlsclose t|ie identtty of tho per¬
son at whoso instigatlon the warrants
were Issued.
Two warrants were sworn out

against each of the managers, but
the cases were continued in Police
C'ourt yesterday morning to Marcli 24,
owlng to the absence of T. W. K.
Wrlght, one of the minors who is al¬
leged to havo bought the whiskey.
Justice Crutchfleld issued a rule for
hlm. and when found ho wlll probably
be arrested and held as a wltness.

In the meantime Johnson was called
into conference with Commonwealth's
Attorney Folkes and Major Werner.
Nothlng was glven out as to the re-
sults of the conference, but it ia
judged that they were of a hlghlyInteresting nature.
Johnson claims to bo a detectlve.

In court he was asked bv Justlc
Crutchfleld what was behlnd the af-
fair, but Mr. Folkes. because the case
had been continued, interrupted, say-
Ing that it would not be wise to go
into that just now. rt wlll be thor¬
oughly gone into at the trial, how¬
ever. The questlon is, if Johnson is
really a detectlve. who employed him,
and for what purpose? There are
many surmtiaes.

Rev. J. D. McAUIster, fleld secre¬
tary of the Antl-Saloon League. has
denied that the league ls behlnd John¬
son, and added that the league would
not be gullty of resortlng to such
measures in the furtherance of its
work.

Gave Hlm Money to Buy,
More Interesting Ilght is thrown on

Johnson's alleged machlnatlons by a
statement procured from one of the
witnesses that Johnson handed hlm
money beneath the table at which sev¬
eral of them were sittlng and told hini
to purchase a round of drinks. It ls
said that Johnson spent about a week
getting into the good graces of his
new-found friends.the minors.and
that they even began to suspect the
honesty of hls Intentlons. He was
seen several times, it Is said, hanglng
round the Jefferson Hotel.
The bartenders at Murphy's Hotel

declare that they were Imposed
upon. They declare they asked
the boys their ages and on the
satisfactory assurance that they had
attained the necessary rlpeness of
years Hold llquor to them. Both places
lare exceedlngly careful as to whom
they sell. and every bartender at 3Iur-
phy's Hotel is under strlct orders not
to sell to a mlnor or to a drunken
man.

LEAF TOBACCO SALES
IUelimond Second in Dark Market.
Danville l.eadis All for Brlght Vurtety.According to the report of the sales
of leaf tobaceo for the month of Feb¬
ruary, made by Commissioner Koiner,
of the twenty-one markets listed in tho
State, Richmond ranks second ln tho

¦sale of dark tobaceo, having to her
credit 1,709,338 pounds. In this varletyLynchburg leads, wlth 2,19_,S00 pounds,and Drake's Branch is thlrd, wlth a
total of 1.07-1.765 nounds. No sale of
brlght tobaceo I.s recorded for the local
market.

In the bilgli't market Danville is far
in the lead, having sold during the
month 4,254,327 pounds. Amelia Court-
house is the only place at whlch thero
was any tobaceo sold dlrectly from the
producer to tho dealer. All the tobaceohandled on that markot._-_._S0
pounds.was sold that way. Of brlght
tobaceo, the sales I'or the entire State
amounted to 6,136,350 pounds, and of
dark, ",561.170 pounds. Clarksville sold
42,810 for the Assoclatlon of Producers.

ricd Out by Street Committee
in Secrct Caucus.

PUT UP SLATE AND ADOPT IT

Clay .Leads with $17,000, Henry
and Monroe Getting

$4iOOo Each.

In a sccrot caucus held yesterday af¬
ternoon tho Eaat and West End dolo-
gations ln tho Street Commltteo com¬
bined agalnst tho-central wards In tho
distrlbution of the atreet funds for tho
year, Henry and Monroe wards getting
but $.,000 each from tho general ap¬
proprlatlon of $7S,000 for gradlng,
gravellng, granlte spall paving and re¬
palrs. Leo, Clay, Jefferson and Mar¬
shall formed tho "Big Four" thls year,
and a sop of $3,500 moro than was
glven to tho other two central wards
went to Madlson, that large area get¬
ting $7,500 wlthout proteHt from Its
delegation. The four wards In tho
comblne got $5G,500 out of a total of
$75,000 for tho entire clty. Tho ap¬
pointment wns as follows:

caucus on the division of tho fund of
$30,000 for curb and gutters.

Adopted Wlthout I'rotcat.
Tho report of the caucus did not

como up In the Street Commlttee last
nlght untll aftor 11 o'clor-k, although
early In the session tho deiegations
from the central wards were quletly
notitled that there was no use to pro¬
test, and one meniber, alleglng sick¬
ness, took hls coat and hat and left.
Late ln tho meeting Alderman Gilman,
of Lee Ward, moved tliat the commlttee
go into a ward division of tho street
fund, and Councilman Rlchards, of
Marshall Ward, was qulckly on hls
feet wlth the slate, whlch was adopt¬
ed without protest. No member from
Henry Ward was present, and Mr.
Bliloy, the solo remalning member
from Monroe, recorded a lonely nega¬
tlve. The City Engineer was directed
to odvertlse for blds at once for the
repavlug of Dock Street.

Approve Scwcr Bonda.
City Knglneer Bolllng reported to

the Street Commlttee ln detall hlB
plan approved by a subcommitteo for
furnishlng the city with sewers nnd
water niains, the funds to be provlded
by a special bond issue.
The committee recommended the

plan as a whole and forwarded It to
the Council, wltli the recommendatlon
that lt be referred jolntly to the Com¬
mittees on Water, Finance and Streets,
so that at a jolnt session of the three
committees the Clty Engineer mlghtfurther explain the plan iu detail and
obviate the delaya incident to the ref¬
erence to each indlvidual commlttee ln
turn.
The plan proposes the issuance of

about $1,000,000 In bonds, to be used
for trunk sewers and lateral branches,
with a water main ln eacli street in
whlch sewer service ls provlded.Councilman Bliley offered .ind liad
recommended to the Council for ref¬
erence to tho Finance Committee, a.
resolution providing that t.ho city approprlate annually in the budget $10,-000 for tho inclostng or wall ing ln 'jf
Shockoe Creek, now become one of the
great main sewers of the clty, He
proposes that work should begln at
the mouth of tlie present Boulevard
sewer, in the far West End, and pro¬
ceed eastward a few blocks each year.

Protest _lde»vulk Paving.
The Street Committee went throughthe farce of calllng the names of

property-owners on allegatlons for
sldewalk paving, and then recommend-
ing the work to the Council, regardless
of the result of the vote. A snag was
struck when, In a long 11st, tho clerk
reached a block on West Main Street,
between Lombardy and Vine, when
Calvin Whlte'ley, for the Passenger and
Power Cornpany, protested that its car
sheds occupled the greater part of the
block, and that a sldewalk at the ex¬
pense of tho a.-juttlnf- property-owner
was manifestly undeslrable, If not hp-posslble. Tho resolutlon was tabled.
A slmllar fight came up over a block
on Alllson Street, between Grace and
Broad. No houses front on the block.
nnd the property-owners protest'.-lagainst the cost of granolithlc pavln_r.Tho street is th* access,- however, for
a large part of Lee Distriet to the
&treet-car llne, and 'the commlttee or¬dered the work done, Chairman Adams
ja-ylng that lf the committee llstenedto the protests of property-ownersthere would be no sldewalk paving.I'uvlng Contract Award.

Without attracting the sllghtest at¬
tentlon elther in hla own town or In
this clty, E. W. Overboy; the convicted
cashler of tho Mecklenburg Bank, was
taken from the Jall at Boydton early
yesterday morning and brought hore
ln chorgo of a special guard nent from
tho ponltentlary. On hls arrlval at
o'clock over tho Atlantlc Coast Llne
he was hurrled to a cab and drlven to
the penitentiary, where ho began at
once to eervo hls throe-year sentence.
As waa the caso in Boydton, few were
it tho depot when ho arrfved, and none
savo the authoritles knew that the
prisoncr was the man whose trial had
caused so much Interest throughout
Uio State.

l-'ew Hn.v Him at Station.
Great surpriso was ahown by the

peoplo of Boydton yestorday morning
when thoy awoke to find that he had
left on tho traln passlng thero at 3
s'clock. Besldcs the guard and tho
.ounty offlcers, thero wero a few of
lils friends at the traln to tell hlm
?ood-by. Partlcular Interest was
.hown here because the conviction was
arought by a Jury composed of Rlch-
nond men, who immedlately after the
rlal slgned a paper recommendlng hls
lardon.
